Disqualified driver 
‘nearly killed local 
mother and child’ 


A MOTHER and 
child could have 
been killed when a 
banned driver 
mounted the kerb in 
the centre of 
Bridgend as they 
were about to cross 
the road, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

At the time, Darren 
Goss was being pursued 
by the police and had ear¬ 
lier been driving at up to 
60 mph on 30mph roads. 

In Heol Brynglas, he 
was on the wrong side of 
the road when he went 
over the kerb, said prose¬ 
cutor Eugene Egan. 

Goss of Jubilee 
Crescent, Sarn, admitted 
charges of dangerous 
driving and driving 
while disqualified. 

Judge William Gaskell 
told him “You could have 
killed them both, but you 
just didn’t care. 

“Your behaviour was 


like that of an immature 
adolescent and you are 
setting yourself up for a 
long term of imprison¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Egan said that on 
October 8, the police 
spotted Goss, a disquali¬ 
fied driver, driving a 
Peugeot 106 on the 
A4061 near Parc Prison. 

The police followed 
and when he became 
aware of them he accel¬ 
erated, failing to stop at 
roundabouts and going 
around one the wrong 
way. 

Oncoming cars were 
forced to swerve to avoid 
him and in Heol 
Brynglas, on the wrong 
side of the road, he 
missed the two pedestri¬ 
ans by inches. 

“Eortunately, he 
turned into a dead end, 
ran off into undergrowth 
and was caught soon 
after.” said Mr Egan. 

The court heard Goss 
had 18 previous convic¬ 
tions for driving while 


disqualified, and two for 
dangerous driving, plus 
one for causing grevious 
bodily harm with intent. 

His counsel Andrew 
Taylor, said he had not 
had the easiest of child¬ 
hoods and had been in 
custody since October 9. 

Shortly before the 
incident, he had relapsed 
into heroin abuse. 

“The offences arose 
out of panic,” he said. 

Goss was sentenced to 
seven months’ imprison¬ 


ment, suspended for two 
years, was made subject 
to a two-year supervision 
order, ordered to carry 
out 150 hours unpaid 
work for the community, 
and was disqualified for 
driving for two years. 

The judge said he had 
already served the equiv¬ 
alent of a nine-month 
sentence. 

He added that the 
offences indicated Goss’ 
“total disregard for the 
public”. 
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CCTV cameras’ 
vision obscured 


Kenfig machines are 
doing nature’s work!

BRIDGEND’S 
CCTV monitoring 
is using outdated 
and failing analogue 
video equipment to 
record footage from 
the borough’s 
CCTV cameras. 

This was one of the 
findings of a review into 
the service carried out by 
a panel of councillors 
which reported on 
Monday to the Corporate 
Resources Scrutiny 
Committee. 

The report says that 
this causes problems as 
the police and courts now 
use digital technology 
and DVDs. 

As a result, the unit 
needs new digital record¬ 
ing equipment which 
should be installed as a 
priority so that the serv¬ 
ice can continue to oper¬ 
ate. 

A separate officer 
investigation into the 
CCTV service has also 
reached the same conclu¬ 
sion, and new digital 
recording equipment is 
being included into their 
plan for the service. 

The panel emphasised 
that any footage supplied 
to police and the courts 
must be of a high enough 
standard to facilitate a 
prosecution. 

The investigation also 
discovered that a number 
of the cameras are inhib¬ 
ited by poor lighting or 
by blockages caused by 
signs or trees installed 
after the cameras were 
erected. 

Hanging flower bas¬ 
kets and advertising ban¬ 
ners have also been 
responsible for obstruct¬ 
ing visibility for the cam¬ 
eras. 

The committee heard 
that the impact of devel¬ 
opments on the sight¬ 
lines of CCTV cameras 
had been given a low pri¬ 
ority when decisions 
have been taken. The 
panel feels that public 
safety issues have to take 
precedence over the erec¬ 
tion of signs, the planting 
of trees or the installation 
of Christmas decorations 
and banners. They said 
that obscuring the cam¬ 
eras is unacceptable. 

An investigation found 
that there are 24 cameras 
where vision is perma¬ 
nently obscured. 

Commercial Street in 
Maesteg, where trees 
were planted by the 
council as part of its 
regeneration strategy, is 
listed as one area affected 
and the report says that 
the trees are blocking the 
whole street. 

There were arguments 


against the planting of 
trees when the regenera¬ 
tion was being discussed 
because of the CCTV 
cameras, but assurances 
were given then that the 
trees would be planted 
away from the cameras. 

Trees outside the Post 
Office in Dunraven 
Place, Bridgend, are also 
blamed for obstructing 
the CCTV cameras. 

The other problems 
are entirely to do with 
either poor or very poor 
lighting. 

The areas affected 
include: Derwen Road in 
Bridgend town centre; 
Wildmill; Oakwood 
Estate, Maesteg; Caerau 
Road and Woodlands 
Terrace, Caerau; Llynfi 
Lane and the Llynfi Road 
car park, Maesteg; Lias 
Road and John Street, 
Porthcawl; Heol Canola 
and Sarn Community 
centre; The Monument in 
Pencoed. 

The panel has made a 
series of recommenda¬ 
tions to deal with these 


issues. 

They are supporting 
the purchase of new 
equipment by the end of 
December, and that work 
is done immediately to 
give each camera a clear 
line of sight. This could 
include remedial work to 
trees. 

The poor lighting 
issues have to be dealt 
with by either upgrading 
the lighting in those areas 
or purchasing cameras 
which can operate with 
lower light levels. 

The panel also say that 
from now on, the head of 
the unit must be consult¬ 
ed on any planning or 
promotional activities 
which could impinge on 
the fixed camera net¬ 
work. The panel said that 
the sight-lines of the 
cameras must take prece¬ 
dence in such circum¬ 
stances. 

The committee will be 
making recommenda¬ 
tions based on this report 
to cabinet at a future 
meeting. 


FEN orchids, which 
rely on the continual 
creation of sand 
dunes, have disap¬ 
peared from almost 
all coastal sites 
across Wales. 

Now, these fragile 
white flowers are under 
threat at Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve - one of 
their last remaining 
strongholds in the UK. 

That is why heavy 
machinery, not always 
associated with a tranquil 
coastal setting, has been 
called in at the reserve. 
Work to create new ‘dune 
slack’ habitat started 
recently. 

In time, this will 
become ideal habitat for 
two very rare species 
which are of European 
importance - Petalwort 
(Petalophyllum ralfsii), a 
rare liverwort, will hope¬ 
fully be spotted within 
the first five years, and 
the fen orchid within 10 
years. 

Clive Hurford, the 
CCW conservation moni¬ 
toring team leader, said: 
“We are stepping in to 


give nature a helping 
hand. The natural process 
of dune creation has been 
disrupted due to a range 
of issues, such as fewer 
summer storms to blow 
dry sand inland, which 
has led to less sand being 
available for dunes to 
regenerate naturally. 

“Also, lower levels of 
grazing by rabbits, sheep 
and cattle have con¬ 
tributed to making the 
dunes less suitable to fen 
orchids, which depend on 
the short and open vege¬ 
tation found in newly- 
formed dune slacks.” 


The Countryside 
Council for Wales will be 
monitoring this project at 
Kenfig in collaboration 
with staff from Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council. 

The reserve manager, 
David Carrington, said: 
“We will be keeping a 
close eye on how 
wildlife, especially the 
very rare plants, colonise 
the new habitat. This will 
help us plan a long term 
strategy for the site and 
secure the future of fen 
orchids, one of Wales’ 
rarest natural treasures. 


Seven a winning number 
in the Pendre by-election 


NUMBER seven proved sec¬ 
ond time lucky for Pendre’s 
new Labour councillor 
Richard Young. 

Two years ago, he lost the election 
by seven votes - his majority this 
time! 

“It’s a bit weird losing by seven 
votes and then winning by seven,” he 
said. “The odds against that happen¬ 
ing must be pretty high, but seven 
votes is seven votes and I am really 
looking forward to representing 
Pendre on Bridgend County Borough 
Council.” 

The by-election was caused by the 
resignation of sitting Liberal 
Democrat councillor Mike Simmonds 
on health grounds. He had held the 
seat against Richard Young by seven 
votes in 2008. 

This time, there was a five-way 
fight, although the other three candi¬ 
dates came nowhere near winning. 

Mr Young polled 200 votes with 
the Lib Dems candidate Anita Davies 
getting 193. 

Independent Diane Armstrong 
polled 68, with Conservative Alan 
Wathan on 60, and Plaid’s Tim 
Thomas propping up the poll on 25. 

Labour’s victory secures their grip 
on the council even more. It means 
that they now have 27 seats on the 
council out of 54. The rest are divided 
between the Annibynwyr Independent 
group. Liberal Democrats, 
Conservatives, the Independent 
Democrats and Plaid Cymru. 

Coun Young said he was glad he 
had come out on the right side this 
time. 

Mr Young, who sat on BCBC as a 
councillor for the Oldcastle ward until 
Labour lost power in 2004, was previ¬ 
ously a Mid Glamorgan county coun¬ 
cillor whose ward covered Pendre. 

“I am familiar with Pendre and its 
people. It was a very hard fought elec¬ 


tion and I want to thank everyone who 
came out to canvass for me, including 
former Pendre councillor Carwyn 
Jones, who is now Lirst Minister,” he 
commented. 

“We had to work for every vote and 
we could take nothing for granted. I 
will be addressing some of the issues 
raised with me on the doorstep imme¬ 
diately - including the problems dur¬ 
ing the recent snow caused by a lack 
of gritting, problems with poor road 
maintenance, youth annoyance and 
also parking issues.” 

Mr Young has lived in Bridgend all 
his life and is married to Annette. 

They have three daughters and five 
grandchildren. He is a lecturer at 
Bridgend College. 

Liberal Democrat leader Cheryl 
Green said that, while disappointed at 
the result, their candidate would be 
back to challenge at the council elec¬ 
tions in 2012. 

“She is in it for the long haul and 
was an excellent candidate. It is clear 
from the results that it was a two- 
horse race between ourselves and 
Labour. 

“The message coming from Pendre 
is one that voters elsewhere should 
heed - if you do not want Labour, 
vote Liberal Democrat because we are 
the only ones that take them to the 
wire. Everything else is a wasted 
vote.” 

She said that at the elections in two 
years, when the whole council comes 
up for election, other parties would 
not have the resources to fight Pendre 
so intensely. 

“People come out of the woodwork 
during by- elections and parties can 
concentrate their resources all on one 
place. I am confident we will win this 
seat back next time. 

“But I am pleased that the voters of 
Pendre were given a very wide choice 
this time - that’s good for democra¬ 
cy,” she concluded.

PROBLEMS over a 
car park used by 
visitors to the 
Silures Art Gallery 
in Porthcawl have 
been caused by the 
property services 
department of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

That’s the view of 
Porthcawl Town Council, 
which heard that the land 
adjoining Porthcawl 
RFC, used as a car park 
for the gallery since it 
was set up, had been 
included in a new lease to 
the rugby club granted by 
the property department. 

The club’s previous 
lease did not include the 
land. 

There is now a ques¬ 
tion mark hanging over 
the future use of the car 
park as the site is now 
part of the club’s land. 

Coun Rosemary Deere 
told the town council that 
she had carried out 
extensive investigations 
into all the issues. 

She said that in 1980, 
the Silures Art Gallery in 
South Road received 
planning permission, and 
no highway conditions 
were 
imposed. Directional 
signs to the gallery and 
the car park were erected. 

She said that the prob¬ 
lem stemmed from the 
new lease, as it included 
the land that had been 
used for public parking. 
The property department 
had no knowledge of any 
arrangements with 


Silures Gallery for visi¬ 
tors to use that parking 
area. 

Coun Deere said that 
although the directional 
sign for the gallery con¬ 
tains information about 
parking, highways do not 
want it removed, but 
property services do not 
agree. 

“There is a stalemate. 
Silures has confirmed 
that there was public 
parking on that land, and 
one of the officers 
remembers the sign 
being erected. 

“Silures play a signifi¬ 
cant cultural role in 
Porthcawl, and it wants 
its name to remain on the 
sign.” 

Coun Deere has asked 
them to seek permission 
from either the council or 
the rugby club to use this 
land in future for park¬ 
ing. 

Coun David Deere 
said that the problem 
stemmed from the fact 
that BCBC had granted a 
lease to Porthcawl RFC 
for land which it had not 
previously granted. 

He said: “This now 
forms part of their lease. 
The council has got itself 
into a right old fix. They 
can only unravel it with 
the agreement of the 
rugby club. 

“Unless they are pre¬ 
pared to give some of 
that land back to the 
council, it’s tough. 

“The council has 
somehow to resolve this, 
but they should not have 
granted this land to the 
rugby club, because it 
was not in the original 


lease. They could have 
simply renewed it with 
the same amount of land. 
There needs to be agree¬ 
ment with the rugby 
club.” 

Coun John Bunker 
said that he was con¬ 
cerned that departments 
at BCBC did not speak to 
each other. 

“Property Services 
created this problem,” he 
said. “I was at the meet¬ 
ing that agreed to erect 
the sign and highways sat 
in. 

“An agreement was 
drawn up to put up signs 
for the Silures. If parking 
is restricted, those signs 
will have to come down 
and there are seven of 
them. 

“Because there’s no 
liaison between property 
and highways, there’s a 
stalemate.” 

Coun Rosemary Deere 
said that she had been 
informed that only one of 
the signs would have to 
come down, and that was 
the last one, indicating 
the car park. 

She said that she had 
spent two and half days 
on the phone over this 
matter and it was not 
easy to resolve. 

Coun Barbara Stubbs 
said that she had also 
worked hard to resolve it 
and now felt that the 
council departments 
must sort this out. 

“We have to step back¬ 
wards and let them sort 
it,” she added. 

It was decided to note 
the report.

Who should pay to 
repair Porthcawl’s 
damaged seats? 


A PRESENTATION 
on Porthcawl’s 
damaged public 
seats was given to 
Porthcawl 
Chamber of Trade 
recently by Gary 
Victor of SHOUT. 

Coun Gerald Davies, 
who represents the town 
council at chamber meet¬ 
ings, stated that the town 
council had already start¬ 
ed a programme of 
repairing these seats, in 
conjunction with the 
Tidy Towns scheme. 

There was also a 
replacement programme 
for seats in Rest Bay and 
Lock’s Common. 

Reporting back to the 
town council, Coun 
Davies said: “I am not 
disputing the fact that 
there are damaged seats,” 
he said. “But they are 
being repaired by our 
handyman or being 
replaced. We have some 
seats that are damaged 
beyond repair.” 

The meeting also 
received a series of e- 
mails from Gary Victor 
asking about the cost of 
repairs carried out to the 


seats by the town coun¬ 
cil. 

He wrote: “All the 
public seating along the 
seafront. Lock’s 

Common and the town is 
the property of the bor¬ 
ough council and resi¬ 
dents pay for their 
upkeep through their tax. 

“We also feel, like 
many residents, that 
Porthcawl gets very little 
return investment, in 
comparison to most areas 
of the borough. 

“There is a constant 
stream of examples of 
BCBC funding large and 
in some cases very large 
projects at short notice - 
the latest being the 
£600,000 for Maesteg 
Pool but it never happens 
in Porthcawl and if the 
town council tax local 
residents to pay for the 
repair of borough proper¬ 
ty, it may explain why we 
get so little from them.” 

Mr Victor asked the 
town council how much 
it cost them to get the 
handyman to repair the 
borough owned seats. 

Clerk Alison Leyshon 
said that the borough 
pays for the wooden slats 
used in the repairs by the 


handyman. He buys paint 
as and when needed to 
paint the seats. 

She said that there had 
been a verbal agreement 
for the town council to 
match fund the Tidy 
Towns project by £2,000 
but nothing more had 
been heard. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
congratulated Mr Victor 
on his report and said that 
with the Ryder Cup com¬ 
ing, it was crucial that 
Porthcawl looked its 
best. 

A full reply will be sent 
to Mr Victor in response 
to his questions.

Engineers look to 
improve Maesteg 
railway service 


AN engineering 
assessment is cur¬ 
rently being carried 
out on the Maesteg 
railway line - as 
part of plans to 
start a half-hourly 
service. 

Before the frequen¬ 
cy of trains along the 
Bridgend to Maesteg 
stretch of line can be 
increased, a passing 
loop has to be created 
because it is a single 
track line. 

The loop would be 
used so that a south¬ 
bound train can pass a 
northbound train. 

At the moment, the .. 
train has to completely 
exit the line and join A programme of 
the main line at 
Bridgend before 
another train can 
enter it. 

Work is now under¬ 
way to see what engi¬ 
neering work will be 
necessary to create the 
loop, and identify a 
suitable place for it. 


The cost is also to be 
finalised. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government has 
included the scheme as 
part of its Wales Rail 
Programme and it is 
hoped that once all the 
investigation are com¬ 
plete, funding will 
become available. 

There used to be a 
passing loop at Tondu, 
but this fell into disuse 
when all passenger 
services to Maesteg 
ceased in 1970. 

From then until 
1992, when passenger 
services resumed, only 
coal trains used the 


platform lengthening 
costing £1.4m has 
already been carried 
out along the line so 
that longer trains can 
be used to increase 
capacity, but this was 
delayed because of a 
lack of suitable rolling 
stock.

Keeping our children 
safe online in a very 
fast-changing world 


W ITH 99 

per cent of 
8-17 year 
olds currently hav¬ 
ing internet access 
through computers, 
games consoles and 
even some televi¬ 
sions, the issue of 
how to use and 
enjoy this vital 
resource while 
ensuring that chil¬ 
dren and young 
people remain safe 
is one that is high 
on many people’s 
agenda. 

Indeed, with last week 
seeing ‘European Safer 
Internet Day’ and the 
launch of new national 
initiatives, the focus on 
raising awareness locally 
was marked by the visit 
to Bridgend of Harsha 
Gadhvi of Microsoft, 
who valiantly stepped 
into the role when her 
colleague who was to 
make the presentation 
became ill. 

Having been raising 
awareness about internet 
safety for a long time 
through visits to primary 
and secondary schools, I 
was still shocked by the 
results of a Europe-wide 
survey released as part 
of European Internet 
Awareness Day. 

The survey showed 
that while 57 per cent of 
young people realise it is 
not safe to post personal 
information on their blog 
or social networking 
site, 44 per cent still do 
so - one in eight even 
give their home address. 
With 40 per cent of par¬ 
ents across Europe 
admitting that they don’t 
monitor their child’s 
activities online, there is 
clearly still work to be 
done. 

The Child 

Exploitation and Online 
Protection (CEOP) cen¬ 
tre is one national organ¬ 
isation aiming to 
improve internet safety 
for children and adults. 
Jim Gamble, chief exec¬ 
utive of CEOP, says: ‘So 
often we leave our 
young people vulnerable 
because we fear the 
technology. 

“That is like saying 
we can’t teach children 
how to be safe when 
crossing the road 
because we don’t under¬ 
stand how a car engine 
works, or the risk if that 
car is driven in a danger¬ 
ous way.” 

Removing fear and 
uncertainty of the tech¬ 
nology is key to increas¬ 
ing internet safety, and it 
is for that reason that 
Microsoft were invited 
to give guidance and 
practical advice to par¬ 
ents on how to support 
children and young peo¬ 
ple in their safe use of 
the internet. 

At the meeting in 
Brynteg, we were joined 
by three local police 
officers who act as 
CEOP’s ambassadors, 
visiting schools to press 
home internet safety 
advice and information 
to pupils. 

“ They gave excellent 
support, fielding ques-

tions, along with Harsha, 
from parents at the end 
of the presentation. 

The key message of 
Microsoft’s presentation 
was ‘Turning it off is not 
the answer’ - the inter¬ 
net is a hugely important 
tool that we must enable 
children and young peo¬ 
ple to use confidently 
and safely. 

As Microsoft high¬ 
lights, while there is no 
‘silver bullet’ that can 
substitute for parental 
involvement, supervision 
and guidance, there are 
now a number of techni¬ 
cal tools to help parents 
and carers monitor and 
protect children and 
young people online. 

Most home computers 
operate using Microsoft 
Windows, which has 
built-in parental controls 
to manage children’s 
computer usage. These 
can be found by navigat¬ 
ing to the ‘Control 
Panel’ and then to ‘User 
Accounts and Earnily 
Safety’. After inputting a 
password, parents or car¬ 
ers can control when 
children can access the 
computer and for how 
long, as well as what 
games and programmes 
children can use. 

Similar provision 
exists on Apple comput¬ 
ers, accessible through 
the ‘System Preferences’ 
icon. 

When online, many 
children and young peo¬ 
ple visit social network¬ 
ing sites such as 
Eacebook, MySpace, 
Bebo, Habbo and Club 
Penguin. These sites 
allow people to meet and 
connect with others by 


sharing information and 
messages, as well as 
photos and videos. 

While fun and very 
popular, these sites can 
be accessed by anyone, 
including adults posing 
as children, so children 
should be discouraged 
from sharing personal 
information online. 

Similarly, children 
should only show pic¬ 
tures online that they 
would be happy for any¬ 
one to see. Most social 
networking websites 
have privacy settings, 
where you can block 
other users not approved 
by you, as well as con¬ 
trol what personal con¬ 
tent is shared. 

If a child is using 
these sites, t^ to check 
to see what information 
they are sharing and 
educate them about the 
risks involved. 

Most importantly, 
children should never 
meet up with anyone 
they have only Imown 
online. 

Another area of focus 
in the presentation was 
instant messaging pro¬ 
grammes (such as MSN, 
AIM and Skype). 

These allow a real¬ 
time conversation 
between two or more 
people that can be via 
text, audio or live video, 
and are particularly pop¬ 
ular with children and 
young people. 

While many people 
use these programmes 
without incident, some 
children and young peo¬ 
ple have been targeted 
by adults masquerading 
as children in an attempt 
to forge false friend¬ 


ships, or by peers aiming 
to intimidate or bully 
children. 

In extreme cases, chil¬ 
dren have met online 
‘friends’ alone and suf¬ 
fered physical, emotion¬ 
al or sexual abuse as a 
result. Again, talking to 
children about the dan¬ 
gers and options avail¬ 
able to them when using 
these programmes is 
very important. 

MSN, which is the 
most popular such pro¬ 
gramme, now has a 
direct link to CEOP (and 
the police) on the pro¬ 
gramme, as well as facil¬ 
ities to block contacts 
and limit personal infor¬ 
mation.

THE GEM has 
praised the work of 
the Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) so 
often that, quite 
frankly, I get a little 
scared of being 
repetitive. 

Therefore, it is a relief 
to write about a change 
of style - one that 
revealed yet another 
strength in the company. 

In recent years, the 
production cycle of the 
BYT has been pretty 
standard, two musicals 
as the main shows, and a 
number of smaller proj¬ 
ects. 

This year, there will 
be a summer musical 
{Sweeney Todd) but 
instead the young actors 
tackled two early Willie 
Russell plays - Our Day 
Out and Blood Brothers. 

They were not music 
free, as the author 
attempted to turn both 
into musicals, without 
much success in the case 
of Our Day Out, but 
with the exact opposite 
outcome in Blood 
Brothers. 

So, the audience who 
watched as both shows 
were performed on the 
same evening at the 
Grand Pavilion, were 
treated to an evening 
which, in the main, 
showcased the acting

ed the usual BYT atten¬ 
tion to detail, and the 
scene when the cast 
were in the nocturnal 
animal house in the zoo, 
staring intently at the 
audience as if they were 
the creatures on show, 
had everyone in stitches. 

And in the end, that 
was the point of Our 
Day Out. It wasn’t deep 
or subtle but it gave the 
young cast something to 
really work at and sus¬ 
tain for more than an 
hour, with all the cast 
members on stage for 
the majority of the time. 

After the intermission 
it was Blood Brothers - 
a smaller cast but with a 
storyline that required 
much more intense per¬ 
formances. 

The storyline must be 
known to most people. 
Again, the young Willie 
Russell was not big on 
subtlety, but he conjured 
huge drama from the tale 
of twins separated at 
birth and brought up 
apart - only for their 
paths to cross - with 
fateful consequences. 

Mel Stevens did very 
well as the Mother, 
although her Scouse 
accent went walkabout 
once or twice, and she 
did make the most of the 
song that they did use 
from the musical - the 
tear-jerking ‘Tell me it’s 
not True’. 

Rebecca Howe was 
good as the well-off 
mother who takes one of 
the twins to bring up as 
her own, gradually 
cracking up under the 
strain of the deception, 
and Corey Bridgeman 
was excellent as the 
‘posh’ brother, who is 
drawn to his twin despite 
his mother’s opposition. 

Finally, there is the 
problem of what to say 
about Joe Wiltshire- 
Smith and Natasja 
Bryant. 

They are both still 
young, but thay have 
already built an impres¬ 
sive body of work with 
the BYT and at 
P o r t h c a w 1 
Comprehensive. 

A year or so ago Joe 
played Nicely-Nicely 
Johnson in Guys and 
Dolls, doing a faultless

RNLI to the rescue after 
puppy slips into harbour 


PORTHCAWL 
RNLI lifeboat crew 
rushed to rescue a 
puppy which had 
fallen into the sea 
last Friday 

(February 19). 

Lexi, a six-month-old 
Hungarian Vizsla puppy, 
was walking with her 
owners along the break¬ 
water to the lighthouse at 
Porthcawl when she 
slipped off the edge and 
plunged into the sea. 

With sea temperatures 
at 8 degrees and Lexi 
only six months old, her 
owner Dean Hennessy 
from Bridgend was 
afraid that she would be 
too frightened and unable 
to swim to the slipway, 
and ran to the lifeboat 
station, where they raised 
the alarm. 

Crewman Ross 

Purchase and trainee 
crewman Mark Walker 
quickly changed and 
waded out from the slip¬ 
way towards the pup. 

In the meantime. 
Lifeboat Operations 
Manager, Philip Mis sen, 
advised Swansea 

Coastguard that the 
lifeboat would be taken 
into the sea for safety and 
back-up support. 

Ross Purchase, a light¬ 
ing engineer from 
Porthcawl said: “As we 
approached Lexi, we 
were conscious that she 
would be frightened and 
might go away from us 
into deeper water. 


“Fortunately, we were 
able to keep her calm and 
quickly caught hold of 
her to carry her towards 
the slipway.” 

Trainee crewman 
Mark Walker, also from 
Porthcawl said, “As a 
full time fire-fighter, I am 
used to responding to 
emergencies, but this was 
my first RNLI rescue 
since volunteering to join 
the crew. 

“I suppose there can’t 
be many lifeboat crew 
members who actually 
go out on a rescue with¬ 
out the lifeboat!” 

Once back in the 
lifeboat station, crew 
members dried Lexi 
down and she was reunit¬ 
ed with her owners. It 
appeared that her only 
injury had been to one of 
her paws. 

Philip Missen said 
“Fortunately, the tide had 
just started to come in 
and there was one-and-a- 
half to two metres of 
water at the point where 
Lexi fell in. 

“Had it been a little 
earlier, she would have 
fallen onto rocks and her 
injuries could have been 
far more serious. 

“Her owners did the 
correct thing in calling 
for our assistance. 

“All too often, dog 
owners jump into the sea 
to rescue their dogs and 
become casualties them¬ 
selves - sometimes los¬ 
ing they own lives”

WOMAN’S 18 -WEEK WAIT 
FOR A BRIDGEND 
HOSPITAL APPOINTMENT 


A WOMAN from 
Cowbridge says she 
has “put her life on 
hold” while she 
endures an 18-week 
wait for an outpa¬ 
tient appointment 
at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend. 

Mrs Pat Swain told 
The GEM she couldn’t 
understand why people 
in Wales were having to 
wait longer for appoint¬ 
ments than people in 
England. 

She said: “I feel as if 
my life is on hold and 
that I can’t plan any¬ 
thing. 

“My husband and I 
were due to travel to 
California to celebrate 
my son’s 50th birthday 
on March 26, but I don’t 
feel that I can travel that 
far because I’m in dis¬ 
comfort, and we’ve 
decided to call the visit 
off.” 

Pat and Brian have 
made regular trips to 
California in the past to 
see Philip, who works 
for a computer company 
in Silicon Valley. 

Pat discovered that 
she would need an

appointment as long ago 
as early November. 

“I was diagnosed on 
November 9 with a con¬ 
dition which my doctor 
advised would need sur¬ 
gery so I was referred to 
The Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend. 

“On ringing two 
weeks later about my 
appointment I was told 
the wait for my first out¬ 
patient appointment 
would be about 12-14 
weeks which I wasn’t 
too happy about. 

“After waiting 

‘patiently’ for 13 weeks 
I rang again only to be 
told that the wait would 
now be 17-18 weeks!” 

Pat’s daughter Dr 
Julie Edge is a consult¬ 
ant physician at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford, her son-in-law 
is a GP in Abingdon, 
and from what Pat has 
been able to glean, the 
English arm of the NHS 
seems to work more 
efficiently than the 
Welsh. 

Pat said: “What I 
want to know is why we 
in Wales have a second 
class Health Service

compared to patients in 
England. 

“In Wales there is a 
target of 26 weeks from 
referral to treatment 
whereas in England it is 
18 weeks. Why is that, 
when we have all paid 
the same amount for our 
health coverage through 
national insurance con¬ 
tributions?” 

Pat said that in 
England there is also 
flexibility built into the 
system. 

“They have a ‘choose 
and book’ system in 
which they have a letter 
from the doctor and ring 
the hospital of their 
choice within a couple 
of days and are then 
given an appointment. 

“The latest figures 
from England give aver¬ 
age waiting time for an 
outpatient appointment 
at 4.6 weeks and for 
treatment 8.6 weeks 
since January 2009. The 
same report states that 
these waiting times are 
still too long! What lux¬ 
ury this would be for 
patients in Wales.” 

Pat pointed out that a 
Nuffield Trust report 


said that Wales had 
higher funding per capi¬ 
ta than in England. 

“Obviously the 
money isn’t going to the 
right places to benefit 
patients, in my opinion 
one of these being uni¬ 
versal free prescriptions. 
The report states that 
England gets less but 
makes better use of 
resources.” 

Pat has been in touch 
with Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board to explain 
her frustration, and the 
board says it is investi¬ 
gating the concerns she 
has raised. 

A spokeswoman for 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg University 
Health Board told The 
GEM: “This lady has 
submitted a complaint to 
ABM and we are in the 
process of responding to 
her, so it would be inap¬ 
propriate to comment 
further on this particular 
case at the moment. 

“However, in general 
we can say that in 
Wales, from December, 
NHS waiting times tar¬ 
gets changed to Referral 
to Treatment Times 
(RTT), which now gives 
a total target time of 26

patient is seen by a GP 
to the patient receiving 
treatment. 

“The latest published 
RTT figures for ABM 
show that we are meet¬ 
ing the 26-week target.” 

The spokeswoman 
added: “We understand 
that patients want access 
to treatment as quickly 
as possible, and we do 
all we can to provide 
both a timely and quali¬ 
ty standard of care.”

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LATEST NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

One winter hive suffers 
a sad bee-reavement! 


WE are now well 
into February and 
as yet there is not 
much activity at the 
apiary. 

On January 28,1 did 
look under the crown 
boards on all of the 
hives, and of the seven 
hives in the apiary, one 
hive has died out. This is 
due to starvation. 

When the hives are 
prepared for winter they 
are reduced down as fol¬ 
lows: a base, then a 
brood-box, a shallower 
box known as a super, a 
crown-board and a roof. 

The two boxes are the 
living quarters for the 
bees throughout the win¬ 
ter, each box has food in 
it and in essence this 
will provide for the bees 
until spring arrives and 
outside forage is avail¬ 
able. 

The bees in this case 
have consumed the food 
contained in the bottom 
box but have not moved 
into the upper box. 


where plenty of food 
still exists. 

Many of the dead 
bees are in the wax cells. 
They are head down and 
their rear ends are pro¬ 
truding. This indicates to 
me that they have been 
searching for food and 
obviously did not find 
any. 

A great many of the 
dead bees are on the 
floor of the hive, with 
their tongues protruding, 
which further indicates 
to me that starvation is 
the cause of this hive’s 
demise. 

I have put some of the 
dead bees aside for 
examination and will be 
looking for evidence of 
internal parasites, which 
could also be present. 

The loss of a 
hive/hives during the 
winter is not at all 
unusual, as some hives 
are not best prepared for 
this period. 

Left to themselves, 
the bees would ensure 
that they were. It is 


invariably the beekeeper 
that lets the bees down. 

Spring is coming, 
bringing with it the hope 
of pleasanter days when 
the bees will be flying, 
and a full examination of 
each hive can be made. 
Given good weather and 
external forage, the 
numbers within each 
hive will expand rapidly. 

As the season 
advances, this popula¬ 
tion increase can be put 
to good use, and a com¬ 
petent beekeeper should 
be able to split one or 
two hives to increase 
stocks and so make up 
for winter losses. 

It is most encouraging 
to note the numbers of 
new beekeepers who 
have attended the 
evening classes given by 
the Cardiff, the Valleys 
and the Vale association. 

Not all of these new 
beekeepers will have 
bees, but it is the inten¬ 
tion of the association to 
initiate a Queen-rearing 
programme, which will 


not only improve our 
existing stocks of bees, 
but will hopefully pro¬ 
vide the newcomers with 
a nucleus of bees (small 
hive) so that the knowl¬ 
edge imparted by way of 
the evening classes can 
be converted to the prac¬ 
tical side of beekeeping. 

Come March 27, there 
is a beekeepers’ conven¬ 
tion to be held at the 
Royal Welsh 
Showground in Builth- 
Wells. 

Many suppliers of 
beekeeping equipment: 
tools, suits, gloves, wax, 
etc will be present, and 
lectures will be given 
throughout the day. 

Aspiring beekeepers 
should, if at all possible 
attend this gathering as 
much valuable informa¬ 
tion is to be had along 
with useful future con¬ 
tacts. 

As a footnote, the 
Dyffryn Gardens Apiary 
is now well established 
and who knows, a crop 
of honey may well result 
from this enterprise this 
year.

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Ceremony will remember ‘One of most 

influential Welshmen of the 20th Century’ 

Gwynfor Evans to be 
honoured in Barry 


ON SUNDAY a bronze bust 
of Barry-born Gwynfor 
Evans - one of the most 
influential Welshmen of the 
20th century - is to be 
unveiled in the County 
Library in the town. 

Gwynfor Eyans, who died in 

2005, was Plaid Cymru's first 
member of parliament, 

He was bom in 1912, the son of 
Dan Eyans, a businessman in Barry 
- whose shop became the main 
department store in the town until 

2006. 

Mr Eyans was educated in 
Gladstone Road Primary School 
and then in Barry Boys’ School, or 
Barry County School as it was 
known then. 

He went on to study law at the 
Uniyersity of Wales, Aberystwyth, 
and then at Oxford Uniyersity, 
although he decided in the end to 
become a market gardener in 
Carmarthenshire. 

A pacifist and deyout Christian, 
he declared himself a conscientious 
objector during the Second World 
War. 

He was a central figure in the 
unsuccessful battle to preyent the 
flooding of the Tryweryn Valley to 
create a reseryoir for Liyerpool. 

He became President of Plaid 
Cymm in 1945 and was elected as 
Plaid Cymru’s first Member of 
Parliament in 1966 at a Carmarthen 
by-election. 

After initially breaking its prom¬ 
ise to establish S4C, the u-tum by 
Margaret Thatcher's Goyemment 
has been attributed to Mr Eyans’ 
threat to start a hunger strike. 

The bronze bust was commis¬ 
sioned by a small committee 
formed by Mrs Gwenno Huws, for¬ 
mer deputy head at Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Bamc, Barry.

Mrs Huws explained: “It pained 
me to see that there was nothing 
whatsoeyer in Barry to remember 
one of the town’s most well-known 
sons and one of Wales’ leading 
statesmen. 

“When I retired in July last year, 
I saw my chance to do something 
about it so I set about establishing a 
fund to raise money for a fitting 
memorial to him. I’m yery grateful 
to Mr Alcwyn Deiniol, Mr Geraint 
Eyans, Mr Dulyn Griffith and Mrs 
Mai Marley for all their support.” 

Mr Geraint Eyans, Gwynfor 
Eyan’s nephew, who has been a 
campaigner for Welsh medium 
education in the Vale and is chair of 
the goyemors of Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg, said he was delighted 
that his uncle was being recognised 
and with the location of the bust. 

“I am extremely pleased and 
proud there will now be a perma¬ 
nent memorial to Gwynfor in 
Barry. 

“I was honoured to haye been 
part of this project and am most 
grateful to Gwenno Huws for initi¬ 


ating the appeal, and also to the 
Vale Council for so readily agree¬ 
ing for the bust to be sited in the 
library, where it will be easily 
accessible to all.” 

Mr Eyans said 30 family mem¬ 
bers would be attending the cere¬ 
mony. 

“My late father Alcwyn Eyans 
was marginally younger than 
Gwynfor, but when they liyed in 
Barry they did a lot together - 
before the Second World War they 
eyen trayelled the continent, a great 
adyenture in those days. 

“My father was a great admirer 
of what my uncle achieyed, and 
would haye been thrilled to be 
there on Sunday.” 

Mr Dulyn Griffith, the head 
teacher at Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Bamc, said “We neyer would haye 
guessed that we would achieye our 
objectiye within a year. The com¬ 
mittee is proud to see our dream 
become reality and that Gwynfor 
has some fitting recognition at 
last.” 

The unyeiling, which is an inyi- 
tation only eyent, will be carried 
out by Lord Dafydd Elis-Thomas, 
President of the National Assembly 
for Wales. 

He said: “As a recent arriyal in 
the Vale, I am particularly hon¬ 
oured to be able to unyeil this 
memorial in the town where he was 
bom and brought up. 

“It is wonderful that Barry has 
seen extremely successful Welsh 
medium schools estabhshed. No 
doubt the liyely and yaried com¬ 
mercial and social life of Barry 
influenced Gwynfor's classless 
yiew of society and his strong prin¬ 
ciples of equality.” 

The noted Llanuwchllyn sculp¬ 
tor John Meirion Morris, well 
known for his Celtic and African- 
inspired images, receiyed the com¬ 
mission to create the bronze bust.

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Llanmaes pub 
restaurant offers a 
warm welcome 


...with old and new favourites 
plus a few tasty surprises! 


ONE long-estab¬ 
lished tradition in 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan is that 
of dining out in a 
country pub - and 
the variety of fare 
on offer is surely 
one of the area’s 
real plus points. 

So, for any young 
couple starting out with 
such a pub, the first 
thing to decide is which 
sector of the market you 
target. Up-market haute 
cuisine, or good hearty 
pub grub? 

Michael and Jackie 
Poole, who have been in 
charge at the 
Blacksmith’s Arms in 
Llanmaes for several 
months now, were pret¬ 
ty clear about placing 
the pub’s restaurant 
firmly between those 
two extremes, and 
therefore the emphasis 
is on good quality local 
food, well cooked and 
with a menu made up of 
the chef’s creations and 
with a sprinkling of old 
favourites. 

When I visited, the 
pub was busy, and the 
first impression was of 
a very traditional estab¬ 
lishment, with the darts 
team in mid-game as 
you walked through the 
door. 

The restaurant, how¬ 
ever, is set back from 
the bar, and it is a com¬ 
fortable spot to settle in 
at your table and look 
over the menu and the 
wine list. 

One encouraging first 
impression is that the 
wine list is reasonably 
priced, with plenty of 
bottles around the £12 
mark, and a good mix 
of wines from around 
the globe. 

With around eight 
starters to choose from, 

I went for the Raglan 
Pork Pie, which 
includes Caerphilly 
cheese, leeks, chicken 
breast and mustard (as

well as the pork) - and 
this turned out to be a 
good choice, although 
the generous portion 
meant that I would be 
struggling later! 

My colleague was 
keen to try the home¬ 
made soup of the day 
(vegetable) and she 
cleared the large bowl, 
declaring it an excellent 
example of a soup that 
clearly had the hallmark 
of the chef’s personal 
touch. 

She went for a tradi¬ 
tional pub favourite as 
her main course too, 
choosing a steak and 
Guinness pie, which 
was generous with 
chunks of beef, onions 
and mushrooms, and 
which comes with a 
covering of crisp pastry. 

The various steak 
main courses were 
tempting, but I chose 
the cod loin wrapped in 
pancetta, which came 
with asparagus and 
lemon mayonnaise, and 
this was a good dish. 

The only (minor) 
criticism I could find 
was that the pancetta 
was overpowered by the 


fish - something I had 
not expected. 

I should add that both 
main courses came with 
fresh vegetables and 
with really good hand- 
cut chips - although din¬ 
ers can choose to have 
new potatoes, or 
mashed or jacket or 
Daupinoise instead! 

When it came to 
dessert, I was slightly 
regretting starting with 


the pork pie, but my 
colleague was keen to 
try the chocolate mal¬ 
low pie (chocolate with 
pieces of marshmallow) 
which came with a gen¬ 
erous scoop of the 
Blacksmith’s Arms fea¬ 
tured ice cream. Wild 
Fig, which is made just 
down the road in 
Bonvilston. 

At £3.45, this pud¬ 
ding was great value 
and great tasting as well 
- and there are several 
other very tempting 
offerings in the dessert 
menu. 

Judging by the num¬ 
bers eating on the 
Thursday night that we 
visited, word is getting 
around about the new 
regime at the 
Blacksmith’s - and 
good word of mouth is 
more important than 
anything else. 

Two people, each 
having a three-course 
meal (without wine) can 
expect to pay between 
£30 and £48, which is 
keeping good food 
within reach of most 
diners. 

Tony and Jackie at 
the Blacksmith’s Arms 
are well on their way to 
joining the Vale’s select 
list of great value dining 
places!

a pathos that ramps up 
the sadness in knowing 
full well that these ambi¬ 
tions will never be ful-

However, come 
events post-murder, they 
fail to satisfactorily rec¬

effects work of Weta.

Susan Sarandon and 
Stanley Tucci are superb 
in their respective per¬ 
formances.

jobs. The loss of Bosch 
with its hundreds of 
highly-skilled jobs is a 
huge blow both to the 
Vale and further afield.

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Can Gatland’s 
gamble thwart 
Gallic Grand 
Slam hopes?

W ELSH head coach 
Warren Gatland 
lived up to his repu¬ 
tation for springing a sur¬ 
prise or two on rugby’s 
media pack, with five 
changes to the line-up 
against France on Friday 
night - only two enforced by 
injuries to lock Alun Wyn 
Jones and hooker Gareth 
Williams. 

He had already said that 
Jones would be replaced by 
Bradley Davies, whose mother 
sadly died last week, but few 
predicted that the Blues man 
would be joined in the second 
row by his unheralded but 
deserving regional partner, 
Deiniol Jones, unseating encum¬ 
bent Luke Charteris, who drops 
to the bench. 

With a more rugged, if rela¬ 
tively inexperienced second row 
(just seven caps each), Gatland 
has also gone for a big all- 
Ospreys front row by bringing 
back Huw Bennett to replace 
Williams, and has moved 
Jonathan Thomas to his rightful 
position on the blindside of the 
scrum, to replace banished 
buggy man Andy Powell. 

The changes are clearly 
designed to stiffen up the Welsh 
pack to meet the power of the 
awesome French eight head-on, 
while also increasing lineout and 
breakdown options, both areas 
in close need of attention. 

The replacing of Gareth 
Cooper in the starting line-up by 
his in-form Blues team-mate, 
Richie Rees, was perhaps 
expected, as was the return of 
wing Leigh Halfpenny. 

However, the latest rebuff to 
out-of-favour Dwayne Peel mys¬ 
tifies those who rate him as still 
one of the most gifted all-round 
scrum halves in Britain, if not 
Europe. 

Should, heaven forbid, rookie 
Rees be injured very early on, it 
will be the Ospreys’ Mike 
Phillips, with a mere 40 minutes 
regional game time under his 
belt after his lengthy absence 
through injury, who will be 
called on from the replacements 
bench for this most testing of Six 
Nations assignments. 

Gatland’s selection is doubt¬ 
less a calculated gamble, and the 
most loyal supporters in world 
rugby will be praying that it all 
comes off against a French team 
that is coming to the Millennium 
Stadium supremely confident 
that this is their year for a 
Gallic Grand Slam. 

^ Welsh emphasis will surely be 


on quick ball to the talented 
backs, and then moved out wide 
at every opportunity, to circum¬ 
vent French forward and mid- 
field power (in the menacing 
shape of man-mountain centre 
Mathieu Bastareaud), rather 
than become embroiled in sterile 
crash-bang assaults up the mid¬ 
dle, as England did so unspec- 
tacularly against Italy last week¬ 
end. 

It will require a superhuman, 
highly-disciplined and, above 
all, error-free 80-minutes - 
something that has eluded Wales 
in recent outings. 

The task is not impossible and 
the rewards for success will be 
great, not least in terms of the 
team’s physical and psychologi¬ 
cal progress towards Rugby 
World Cup 2012. 

With Ireland, still smarting 
from a heavy defeat to France, 
taking on the unbeaten English 
at Twickenham, the eventual 
outcome of this year’s Six 
Nations championship could 
well be decided this weekend.
